What It Tells 


The public pays taxes for good roads but a 


ereater amount is paid in inconvenience due to bad 
roads. he latter is represented by e&cessive gas-— 
oline and tire costs, motor vehicie repairs and 
wosie.e The annual dopreciation of motor vehicles 
aione is nearly two billion dollars. A good system 
of roads would. reduce this at least a quarter of a 
billion. .. Gasoline each year’ costs nearly two 
billions more and gocd roads would eliminate a fourth 
OL this expense. Repairs to eae vehicles total 


a btillion dollars a year and improved roads will cut 
this item at least twenty-five per cent. Bad roads 
cost, therefore, not less than a billion dollars a 
Vou TOD sthese Aree.

No one knows how much more we are wasting in 
other-ways on account of bad roads. We are spend- 
ing a biglion dollars a year for r,roagsconstmection 
and maintenance. Hoe rt _of that dillion soes. to 

maice the CE een ee roads barely passable... .It. follows, 


therefore,that the public is paying more in dollars 
and cents for bad roads than for good roads, 

What are we getting for this money? Fron 
the bad roads: Costly transportation, inefficient 
schools, restricted social opportunities, and 
drudgery. Erom the good roads: Lowered trans- 
portation costs from farm to market, better schools, 
improved social conditions and pleasure. We can not 
share in the benefits of good roads unless they are 
paid for. But:ithey are paid for whether the bene- 
fits are received or not. The question is, weule 
we rather be taxed for bad roads or for good roads.
